"BUS WAR IN DERRY. | 


OPPOSITLON TO NEW 
BY-LAWS. 


ve 


A ’bus war is threatened in Derry over the 
Corporation’s proposed new by-laws making 
the termini for motor ‘buses entering or 
leaving Derry at the outskirts of the city. 
The members of the Derry Rotary Club 
yesterday passed a resolution strongly con- 
cemning the proposed by-laws, and expressing 
the opinion that such action by the Corpora- 
tion would be against the interests of the city 
and a great inconvenience to business-houses. 
They called upon the Corporation to appoint 
proper and suitable parking accommodation 
for ‘buses in the centre of the city. 

The new by-laws, which aim at lessening | 
traffic congestion in the city, fix the starting 
places and stands for Limavady, Coleraive 
and Belfast ‘buses at the junction of Clooney 
terrace and Bond's Hill, for Strabane and 
Omagh ‘buses at Victoria road, Letterkenny 
‘buses at Foyle road, and Buncrana and 
Carndonagh ‘buses at the Lough Swilly Rail- 
way Station. 

The various *bus services affected are lodg- 
ing a strongly-worded protest against the 
proposed change, and it is stated that citizens 
will be asked to express their views through 
a memorial. 

Meanwhile, the new by-laws remain open 
for inspection at the Guildhall for a month, 
at the expiration of which tne Minister of 
Home Affairs in Northern Ireland will be 
asked to sanction them.

A FIGHT FOR CIVIC 
LIBERTY.

T the present time, when, citizens and 
visitors alike show a more than usual 
interest in Dublin’s historic associations, 
it would seem opportune that tribute be 
aid to the part which the old “ Tholsel ”’ 
hes played in the forwarding of thie 
growth and welfare of the city during 
past centuries. 

The plot of ground lately utilised for 
the purpose of the widening of Nicholas 
street, where it abuts on Christ Church 
place, forms portion of the site where 
once stood this ancient Guildhall of 
Dublin. Its name, “ Tholsel,’’ appears 
to be a corruption of the term “ toll- 
stall.”” and the building under notice, 
situated at the narrowest’ part of the 
Great Road from the South, where it 
debouched on the centre of the éld city, 
could not have been more advantpgeously 
placed for the purpose of levying toll on 
man, beast and merchandise. 

The earliest mention of the Tholsel 
occurs in a document dated 1311, and 
from that vear down to the nineteenth 
century the building served as a City Hall 
—the hub round which revolved the civic 
life of the capita]. In addition, it was 
frequently used as a meeting place for 
some of the old trade guilds, and for 
many vears on Easter Monday—the 
anniversary of the day (1209) when “ the 
citizens of Dublin, whilst amusing them- 
selves at Cullenswood, were set upon by 
the Irish of the neighbouring mountains, 
and 500 killed ’’—a procession of the 
Guilds, with banners displayed, marched 
from the Tholsel to the “ Bloody Fields ’’ 
at Cullenswood and “ defied the Irish.” 


QUEEN BESS’S SELECTION. 

In 1560 the building was selected, by 
order of Queen Elizabeth, as important 
enough to mount a public clock; two 
other buildings, the Castle and St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral shared a like honour. 
In 1611 the Tholsel was condemned as 
“puinate,” but skilful workmanship 
would seem to have made it sound enough 
to accommodate the Irish Parliament 
when in search of a home, during the 
year of the Rebellion and afterwards 
(1641-1648). Twenty years later its con- 
dition gave cause for reproach and com- 
plaint, and it was deemed necessary that 
a new Tholsel should be built. This was 
evehtmally done (1683), when a fresh 
structure with the frontage on Skinner’s 
row (now Christ Church place) arose, 
capable of answering, for many years, 
all requirements for the transaction of 
municipal business, as well as those for 
the holding of Quarter Sessions. 

Before the acquisition of the Mansion 
House (1715) the Tholse] “was used. on 
many occasions as a place for social enter- 
tainment. Among noted persons who there 
partook of the city’s hospitality was the 
renowned Dutchman. General Ginkel, first 
Earl of Athlone. The Duke and Duchess 
of Ormond were received there in “a 
more splendid and distinguishing manner 
than usual ” (1703). After the Battle 
of the Boyne a proclamation was issued 
directing that all arms in possession of 
the King’s enemies should be surrendered 
at the Tholsel. 


CITY COUNCIL IN REVOLT. 


During the eighteenth century the 
Dublin Corporation carried out much 
solid work in the diréction of improving 
the conditions of the city and its in- 
habitants. |

to the attempt by the Government to 


abrogate a recognised privilege attaching | ti

to all corporations in Ireland (1712). 

It had been always admitted that the 
right of electing from among their own 
body persons whom they wished to fill 
the office of Lord Mayor and the 
Shrievalty was vested in the Aldermen. 
The Government, with the intention of 
securing at the forthcoming general 
election (1712) a Tory majority for the 
House of Commons, unearthed an obsolete 
statute by which it claimed the right to 
nominate a number of candidates from 
which such election should be made. The 
Corporation refused to admit this pre- 
tention, and selected a Whig Lord Mayor. 
whom the Government, in turn, refused 
to recognise.” Both sides were obdurate. 
with the result that for more than twelve 
months Dublin was without a municipal 
government, and consequently, for lack of 
jurors, the courts of Justice were unable 
to function. 


ERIOUS RIOTS. 


s 

The Council ultimately was success- 
ful in upholding its prerogative, but not 
before serious riots, involving bloodshed, 
took place outside the Tholsel. During 
the crisis the principal champion of the 
Corporation was the Hon. John Forster, 
Recorder of Dublin, whose especial efforts 
were afterwards rewarded with the thanks 
of the Council, a grant of £500, and a 
request that “ he sit for his picture at 
the expense of the city, to be put up in 
the Tholsel.’’ Eighteen months later. the 
money being still owing, the warrant for 
it was cancelled, and John Forster re- 
ceived in Jieu thereof the concession set 
out in the following extract from a deed 
registered in 1716:— 

“The Lord Mayor, Commons and 
Citizens, in consideration of faithful and 
eminent services performed by the said 
John Forster when Recorder, in defence 
of the antient rights and priviledges of 
the said city, when they were of late most 
powerfully invaded, discharged the said 
John Forster from the payment of £50 
per annum moiety of the rent of £100 
per annum payable by him out of the 
town and township of Donagh Carney, 
County Dublin, lately held under lease 
by Colone] Michael Jones, the Governor 
of the said city and of the Castle of 


Dublin.” 


AN OLD-TIME “POOH.BAH.” 


This Hon. John Forster had been 
Speaker of the House of Commons, 
Recorder of the City, and Attorney- 
General at one and the same time (1710) 
—a plurality of offices hard to reconcile 
with modern conditions. In 1714 he 
became Lord Chief Justice of the Court 
of Common Pleas. His house at 
“Donagh (Carney ” is now the head- 
quarters of the Clontarf Golf Club. 
Colonel! Michael Jones, referred to in the 
extract, was the officer in command of 
the Cromwellian forces which defeated 
those of the Duke of Ormond at Rath- 
mines (1649). 

After a further period of about eighty 
years the Tholsel had so deteriorated in 
its foundations that it became necessary 
to secure other premises for the purposes 
of local administration. A new home for 
the City Fathers was found in William 
street. (1797), followed by another migra- 
tion to the Royal Exchange (1852). Both 
in appearance and utility, this latter 
building has justified its selection as a 
City Hall. 

With the supersession of the City 
Council citizens are familiar, and may, or 
may not, miss an nebo > if some- 
what expensive, Sanhedrim. Yet it must 
be not forgotten that it 1s owing to the 
Dublin Corporation, “with the beginnings 
of- it stretching dimly into the remote 
time,” that, in the words of the Apostie 
Paul, every citizen can truthfully say, 
“ I am a citizen of no mean city.

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ENGLISH ATTITUDE TO 
MUSIC.

SIR HAMILTON HARTYS 
BITTER WORDS. 


Strong criticism of the English attitude to 
music was made by Sir Hamilton Harty, the 
eminent musician, who presided at the 
Congress of the National Union of Organists’ 
Associations at Lancaster yesterday. ,' Our 
national attitude towards music 1s scan- 
dalously unpatriotic, even if, unconsciously 
so,” he said. ‘‘ We are all for posing as a 
great musical nation so long as it does not 
cost anything to do so. 

“ Music cannot develop without support 
and encouragement, and it is hypocritical to 
pretend that our music can ever compete on 
level terms with other countries unless it 
receives equal support. We experience com- 
plete absence of support either from the State 
or, as in America, from groups of wealthy 
citizens. I believe ours is the only civilised 
country of which this can be said.’ | 

Describing himself as an English musician 
with an Irish accent, Sir Hamilton said that 
he believed that. as far as abstract love of 
music was concerned, English people were as 
musical as others; but they had never been 
given the lead in recognising the necessity 
for its national support. 


TOO MUCH FREE TRADE. 


‘There is too much free trade in this 
country’s attitude to music. by throwing 
its gates open wide to the world it can pro- 
vide itself with all that is best in world music, 
excepting the best thing of all—a native art, 
fostered, encouraged and rendered able to 
compete with the rest of the world.”’ 

If it were possible to speak to the whole 
nation, he would ask one question—‘‘ Do you 
believe music to be a noble and beautiful art, 
which it is the duty of a great nation to 
cultivate and encourage by every means in 
its power?” If the answer were “ Yes.” as 
he believed it would be, we were not fulfilling 
our duties in any way. If the answer were 
“No,” we might give up the hypocritical 
pretence that we loved and EE gam music 
and placed it on a level with arts.

Commercial English. 


I was glad to see “ commercial English ”’ 
being held up to ridicule and scorn again. 
By pegging away a change may be 
wrought. Everybody knows the kind of 
English that is peipetrated regularly in 
business -ietters—‘‘ We are in receipt of 
your esteemed favour of even date, and 
in reply to same beg to state . . ”; 
indeed, we all are too used to it and forget 
that such misuse of the language is not 
necessary. 
to rouse public opinion in favour of better 
expression in business correspondence was 
publication of the report of the Depart- 
mental Committee appointed by the Right 
Hon. H. A. L. Fisher, President of the 
Acard of Education, in May, 1919, “ to 
inquire into the position of English in the 
educational system of Engiand.’’ The 
report, which was published in 1921, in- 
cluded a chapter discussing this very 
matter. 

In pursuance of the direction that it 
was to have regard to the needs of 
business, the Committee consulted a 
number of important business men. The 
report mentions the ‘‘ hostility mingled 
with contempt,’’ expressed in the replies, 
‘for that strange linguistic phenomenon 
known as ‘Commercia] English.’’’ The 
use of the typical jargon, one man testi- 
fied, is “ usually an impediment to clear 
expression ”; and another told the Com- 
mittee: “ We spend hours trying to kill 
the jargon taught in business colleges and 
cultivated in shops and stores, and to 
substitute simple natural English, whether 
spoken or written.”’ 


Sweeping Condemnation. 


The| Committee, looking over the evi- 
dence, reported that ‘‘ Commercial 
English’’ is “not only objectionable to 
all those who have the purity of the 
language at heart, but also contrary to the 
true interests of commercial life, sapping 
its vitality and encouraging the use ot 
dry, meaningless formulae just where 
vigorous and arresting English is the chief 
requisite. Further, this sweeping con 
demnation by the leading business firms 
of the country demonstrates that, whatever 
its origin may have been, ‘ Commerciul 
English’ now continues to retain its 
hold upon commercial schools and colleges 
solely through the influence of an evil 
tradition and of the writers of text-books 
to whom such a tradition is of commercial! 
value. The large business houses, how- 
ever, are giving a lead which must in 
time have its effect upon the commercial 
community generally, and it 1s our con- 
fident hope that ‘Commercial English ’ 
will presently become one of the curiosities 
of dead and forgotten speech.’’ 

The Committee quotes with approval 
certain parts of a memorandum on com- 
mercial instruction in evening schools, 
issued by the Board of Education in 1919. 
In the memorandum it is remarked: 
‘‘ Literary power is not a certain sign of 
commercial acumen; but the power to say 
what has to be said in an effective, finished, 
and even graceful way is, nevertheless, a 
great asset in commercial life.’” I am 
glad to be able to testify that the best- 
expressed business letter that ever I 
received came from the English Board of

CHARACTERLESS COSMOPOLITANISM. 

To him the characterless cosmopolitanism 
of much of our modern English music was 
what made it so uninteresting. It was their 
duty to consider the possibility of united 
action to improve conditions. With the 
curiosity about good music aroused by broad- 
casting and gramaphones, the masses were 
taking greater interest in music to-day, and 
there was a better chance of action. The 
nearest they had got to sympathetic State 
consideration was under the Labour Govern- 
ment. 

Some people were amused at the title 
- National Union of Organists,’’ but he saw 
nothing grotesque or undignified in a trade 
union of musicians like the old guilds. He 
suggested the possibility of setting up an all- 
embracing league or union, comprising all the 
different groups engaged in music, through 
which opinion on matters of national musical 
importance could be expressed. Any change, 
however, would have to come from the masses, 
as all revolutions had come. 

Sir Hamilton Harty was re-elected Pre- 
sident of the Union, and it was announced 
that plans for a benevolent fund and for 
obtaining a charter of incorporation were 
well advanced. :

Indian Princes in Conference. 


It should be understood that the Indian 
Princes’ conference, which is about to 
meet in London, does not represent the 
whole of the ruling dignitaries. They 
number about three hundred, ranging 
from men who are little more than large 
landowners to potentates with hereditary 
and. in some cases, religious sanctions, 
for their. rule. Some of the most impor- 
tant Princes, such as those of Mysore, 
Hyderabad and Baroda, are taking little 
or no part in the proceedings. The 
Princes, I gather, are apprehensive as to 
how their position may be affected by a 
development of Indian Government in 4 
democratic direction. ‘They are anxious 
to retain their right of access to the 
Ministers of the King-Emperor and to 
fotestall any recommendations that may 
be made by the Simon Commission with 
proposals of their own, preserving their 
present rights. 


The Example of Mysore. 


In this connection I may quote a 
passage from the “ Life of Lord Rawlin- 
son.” which I have been reading again In 
the last few days. Lord Rawlinson, while 
commanding in India in 1921, visited 
Southern India, and made the following 
comment in his diary:—‘*‘ How are we to 
fit the autocratic States into a demo- 
cratised India? The Government of some 
of the native States is deplorable, of 
others quite admirable. A benevo- 
lent autocracy is by far the best form of 
Government for a great part of India. 

“Take the case. of Mysore, which I 
have just visited. We put the present 
reigning family on the throne when Lord 
Harris defeated Tippoo Sahib and cap- 
tured Seringapatam in 1799. Since then 
that family has fulfilled its trust most 
satisfactorily, and nothing could be better 
than the way Mysore is managed to-day. 
The Maharajah takes a deep interest in 
the welfare of his subjects, looks after a 
great part of the administration himself, 
and is deservedly popular with all who 
come into contact with him. It would be 
hard to improve on the present govern- 
ment of Mvsore, and easy to make it 
worse. We have no legitimate reason for 
forcing a change on the State. 

‘“T understand that the p 
Maharajah has refused to join the ( ouncil 
of the Princes, because he thinks it infra 
dig. to associate with other reigning 
Princes of less dignity. We may be able 
to get over this difficulty by tactfully 
appealing to him and other Princes ea 
like case, to put their experience av the 
service of India as a whole; but it will do 
no good to attempt to drive them.

The total number of convictions for drun- 
kenness in England and Wales in 1927— 
namely, 65,166, or a decrease of 1,960 on the 
previous year—reached a lower level than in 
any year since 1919, This fact is disclosed_in 
the Home Office “ Licensing Statistics, 1927, 
just issued. But the decrease was confined 
to the menths of January, February, March, 
April, October, November and December, the 
summer months showing a marked jicrease 
on the figure for 1926. 

The returns also show that there were: 

Fewer on-licences for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors in England and Wales. 

More off-licences and clubs. 

Ten per cent. more convictions for drunken- 
ness due to the drinking of methylated spirits. 

“It does not follow,” the repurt points 
out, “that when there is a sudden rise of 
convictions there is more drunkenness than 
there was before.” Such an increase may be 
due to ‘‘ vigorous attempts at enforcing 
public sobriety.” 

Of the total! convictions 54,555, or 84 per 
cent., relate to males, and 10,611, or 16 per 
cent., to femakes, or about the same propor- 
tions as in the previous year. For men the 
convictions number two and a half times the 
low record in 1918 (namely, 29,075), and for 
women a little less than two and a half times. 
‘Jn relation to persons over 21 years of age 
and upwards, the figures represent for men 
47 per 10,000 and for women eight. 

Eight hundred and four persons were convicted 
of drunkenness in charge of mecnanically- 
propelled vehicles, and disqualified for twelve 
months from holding a motor driver‘s licence, 
whereas in 1927 there were 1,438 such con- 
victions, including five females. 

Convictions for drunkenness due to the 
drinking of methylated spirits increased by 
10 per cent. from (218 males, 171 femaies) 
in 1926 to 428 (271 males, 157 females) in 
1927. This increase is the first since 1924, 
vhen the figure was 693—the highest since 
1920; when the first statistics were available. 
Of the total for. 1927 (428 cases)

(By “ AN ICELANDER.”) 


OW and then the name of Iceland is 
to be met with in English news- 
papers, as when the Icelandic Government 
made a gift to the Hull Fishermen's 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, but the 
general view seems to be that of an old 
English book that there is nothing in Ice- 
land worthy of note, except the cured cod. 
It is universally known that the Icelandic 
waters are among the most abundant fish- 
ing grounds of the world. This great 
island of the northern waters is also 
frequently spoken of as the “island of 
frost and fire,” “the Viking country ” or 
the “island of sagas.’’ 

These expressions can certainly be 
applied to Iceland with good reason. Ice- 
land is one of the most volcanic countries 
of the world, unsurpassed for its multitude 
pf hot wells and springs. Its beautiful 
rivers with majestic waterfalls and plenty 
of salmon and trout make it a real 
FI Dorado for fishing. There is also to be 
found the most extensive glacier of 
Europe (Vatnajokull). Yet the reader 
must not be misled by the name into 
thinking Iceland a very cold country. The 
average temperature of the _ capital, 
Reykjavik, is the same as that of Milan in 
Italy. The names of “Viking country ” 
or “Island of sagas’’ have not been 
applied to Iceland without reason. There 
the events related in the powerful sagas 
took place and were recorded from seven 
hundred to a thousand years ago. 

Several of these sagas have been trans- 
lated into English, and they are valued 
equally by poets and scholars as fit to be 
placed among the greatest of the world’s 
classics. During that period the renowned 
gow expeditions took place, which led 
co the discovery of new countries. The 
lure of the unknown still attracts the Ice- 
lander, and the famous Arctic explorer, 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, is the son of Ice- 
landic parents. The Icelanders dis- 
covered America, and were its first 
settlers. 


MODERN PROGRESS. 


In our admiration of the Iceland of the 
past, however, we must not forget the 
modern Iceland, which, in spite of its 
scanty population, can still boast of being 
the seat of an industrious and remarkable 
civilisation. The descendants of the old 
Vikings and heroes of the sagas have pre- 
served the language of their forbears, 
which is stil] spoken in Iceland; but this 
has not proved any obstacle to the 
development of the Icelandic nation. The 
Icelanders are doing their best to keep 
pace with the times, and in recent years 
have progressed rapidly. They possess, 
for instance, a comparatively great 
number of motor cars, steamers, tele- 
graphs and radio. Aeroplanes have been 
tried, and this summer a regular flying 
service is being started. 

Iceland has an up-to-date fishing fleet, 
consisting of about thirty-five trawlers and 
fifty motor vessels. In proportion to the 
population, it was in 1914 the second of 
the fishing fleets of Europe. Great 
quantities of fish and fish products are ex- 
ported, especially to England and Spain. 
Agriculture is the second source of liveli- 
hood. The majority of the population 
are farmers, rearing sheep; and large 
quantities of wool and mutton are ex- 
ported to America, England and Norway. 
The annual exports of Iceland amount to 
a tota] of about -sixty million kroner. 
Formerly Iceland was an _ independent 
republic, but now it is a free and 
sovereign kingdom, united to Denmark. 
It has its own flag—blue, with a white and 
red cross. 


BEAUTY AND CULTURE. 


The number of tourists visiting Iceland 
increases annually, attracted by the 
beauty of its scenery and the freshness of 
its intellectual life. The scenic beauties 
of Iceland, its midnight sun, mountains 
and fjords, are unsurpassed even by those 
of Switzerland and Norway, and have 
been described by many celebrated 
visitors. To quote Lord Dufferin: “ The 
effects of light and shadow are the purest 
I ever saw, the contrasts of colour most 
astonishing—one square front of mountain 
jutting out 2m a blaze of gold against the 
flank of another, dyed of the darkest 
purple, while against the azure sky 
beyond rise peaks of glittering snow and 
ice.’’ Lord Bryce writes: “ The elements 
of beauty in nature scenery are nobleness 
of form and richness of colour.” 

Foreign travellers speak in praise also 
of the civilisation of the country, 
especially the culture of the common 
people. All Icelanders are not only able to 
read and write; but are great readers. The 
publication of books, newspapers and 
periodicals is comparatively large, and 
Iceland has many schools and a 
university. 

The Icelanders are in many ways in- 
debted to English culture, and many 
works of English authors have been trans- 
lated, including those of Shakespeare, 
Milton, Pope, Byron, Scott, Dickens and 
Kipling. On the other hand, English 
authors of note have been inspired by the 
old Icelandic literature. We need only 
mention the names of Dryden, Gray. 
Percy, and, among authors of a later 
period, Scott, Landor. Matthew Arnold, 
and, above all, William Morris, who 
equally admired the ancient literature 
and the Iceland of the present. 

A German scholar of distinction has 
described the Icelanders as “aristo- 
democrats.”’ This remark bears much 
truth. In spite of the defects to be found 
in their community, as well as anywhere 
else, they seem to combine harmoniously 
the ways of aristocratic and of democratic 
thinking, and have succeeded in being an 
industrious, civilised people, at the same 
time as they have guarded the heritage of 
their nationality and the love of their 
history and of their land of wonderful 
beauty.

He took a 
deep interest in the meetings and proceedings 
in connection with the issue of the Church's 
new hymnary, and the Committee owed much 
to his skilled assistance.

DO THEY PREFER MALES? 

Do women place more trust in male than 
they do in female doctors? The question has 
been raised by a discussion at the Edmonton 
Board of Guardians, in the course of which a 
member alleged that the Board had “ com- 
pelled the old people of. one institution to 
accept the services of a woman doctor when 
most of them would prefer a man.”’ 

Mrs. Ceci] Chesterton, interviewed by a 
Press Association reporter yesterday, said 
that she thought the Guardians right. Women 
were not happy in the hands of women 
doctors. ‘‘ They may sometimes entrust their 
children to them in cases of straightforward 
juvenile ailments, but apart from that,. no,’ 
she declared. ‘It is really a matter of 
psychology. A woman always turns to a man 
when there is something wrong, and in 
ninety-nine cases out of one hundred he comes 
to the rescue. Men give a feeling of security 
and comfort in times of distress which a 
woman does not get from another woman, 
and in cases of illness she turns naturally to 
a man to remedy the trouble.” i 


AN OPPOSITE VIEW. 


_A West End practitioner took an opposite 
view. ''My own experience,” he said, “is 
that women dectors are rapidly achieving a 
Status equal to that of men. In all parts of 
London they are becoming more and. more 
pupular, and gre proving that they merit 
every bit as much confidence as would be 
put in a male doctor. Any prejudice which 
did exist has by now entirely disappeared 
even among the poorer ciasses, who at first 
were inclined to be a little mistrustful.’’ 

A woman doctor with a large practice in 
North-West London said :—‘‘ It has been a 
hard struggle for recognition, but we have 
won thfough at last. There is no doubt that 
we owe a lot to the generosity of our male 
colleagues, who have always been the first to 
pour ridicule on any tendency. where they have 
found it: existed, to mistrust cur ability, and 
have in many cases made specific recom- 
mendations to women patients.’’ 

“What most women doctors have found is 
that it is a mistake to indulge in the ‘bed- 
side manner’ with patients. Where they 
will accept a certain aniount of soft pleas- 
antry from a man, they are apt to look upon 
the same thing in a woman doctor as weak- 
ness and uncertainty. It pays much more 
to be firm—even to a point of sharpness at. 
times—and to be completely businesslike. 
This seems to inspire women patients with 
more confidence that they are in capable 
hands.”’ : 

The Secretary of Charing Cross Hospital, 
where there are both men and women 
doctors, stated that women patients had 
never shown themselves disinclined to be 
treated bv doctors of their own sex.

Since the Free State was founded the 
Ford Company’s works in Cork have given 
well-paid employment to a large number 
of Irish citizens. Now it is announced 
that the Company has decided to transfer 
the bulk of the work and wages to Great 
Britain, and is building an extensive fac- 
tory at Dagenham, in Essex. Already 
much of the machinery has been removed 
from Cork, where, as we learn, only the 
foundry will remain active in a smal] way.

Sense in Industry. 


When the sixtieth annual Trades Union 
Congress meets at Swansea next Monday 
the delegates will be invited to consider 
the grave state of British commerce and 
industry in a sober mood. The report 
which the General Council will lay before 
them will set forth, as the supreme matter 
of concern from the point of view of 
organised labour, the remarkable fall in 
trade union membership during recent 
In 1920 British trade unionists 
numbered close on seven millions. To-day 
their total is about four millions. Within 
seven years membership has been nearly 
halved. This fact betrays the revolt of 
the wage-earning classes against reckless 
and purblind leadership. It shows that 
the suffering classes hold the folly of 
labour leaders responsible for the 
depressed economic state of the country. 
Emaciated unions now have neither spirit 
nor resources for further’ revolutionary 
tactics, and the Congress, we may be 
sure, will listen readily to the counsels of 
sobriety. The chief point of conflict at 
the Congress will be the conferences into 
which the General Council has entered 
with representatives of the employers. 
Peace in industry is the aim of these con- 
ferences. There still remains a minority 
of labour leaders that wants no peace. 
The agitator who lives by the fomenting 
of trouble, and whose occupation is gone 
when men are at peace with their masters, 
will spare no efforts to defeat all measures 
making for conciliation. It will be argued 
that, if men and masters come to agree- 
ment in the present crisis, the men's 
position, wages and prospects will be fixed 
for ever. It will be said that, if they 
make terms to-day, trade unionists will 
sign away their future hopes. 

The.ordinary working-man of England 
is no doctrinaire. His heart is set on no 
golden age, no Bolshevist 
Nevertheless, the uneducated 
masses often have shown themselves 
credulous, and the cunning agitator often 
can carry them far beyond the measure of 
their better judgment. Accordingly, the 
moderate men among the leaders of trade 
unionism will find more difficulty in 
securing approval of their policy than the 
sanity of their case deserves. The report 
which will be Jaid before the Congress 
next week points out that three courses 
are open to the trade union movement. In 
the first place, the unions might decide to 
do all in their power to bring the industrial 
machine to a stand-still, in order to secure 
the overthrow. of the capitalist system 
and the transfer of authority to the 
masses. Secondly, the unions might stand 
aside, bidding the employers ' to get on 
with their job,” and fighting at all points 
for the men's advantage. Thirdly, the

A Turkish Reform. 


Kemal Pasha's career is a 
instance of the power of one man to 
influence the destinies of a people. Not 
the least important of his reforms is the 
introduction of a new Turkish alphabet. 
The language spoken by the majority of 
Turkish citizens is written in Arabic 
characters, of which there are no less than 
483. This enormous alphabet has com- 
plicated the language so much that, 
according to a writer in The Times, a 
compositor in a newspaper office must 
undergo twelve years’ apprenticeship 
before he is thought to be proficient. A 
Government Commission on the subject 
was appointed some time ago, and its 
recommendations have received official 
approval. The new Turkish alphabet, 
which is written in Latin characters, 
contains eight vowels and _ twenty-one 
consonants. In future the language will 
be. written from left to right—not, as 
hitherto, from right to left. Now the 
Government Commission is engaged on the 
preparation of a dictionary. Many 
different dialects are spoken in Turkey, 
but for official purposes the accent of 
Constantinople will be adopted. Kemal 
Pasha s effort to make the Turks a pro- 
gressive and educated people, according 
to modern standards, is hampered by the 
fact that eighty per cént. of ther are 
illiterate. It is not surprising, indeed, 
that so many people should fail to learn 
an alphabet of 483 letters. An elementary 
school reader in Turkish must appear as 
repellent to the young beginner as an 
advanced text-book of mathematics. It is 
difficult to imagine concise and briefly- 
worded advertisements in such an 
alphabet, or names of streets which he 
who runs may read. the new characters 
will come into general use on January 
Ist, 1931, and, in the meanwhile, every 
effort will be made to encourage their 
adoption. Newspapers must devote a 
portion of their columins to news printed 
in Latin type; and it is said that “the 
Ghazi’ himself will give lessons at

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Hop-Pickers. 


The temporary migration of working- 
people ‘to unfamiliar scenes provides 
interesting contrasts in ways and views of 
life. Every year large numbers of farm 
labourers cross the Channel, and even the 


‘ocean, to take part in harvesting opera- 


tions. Yet, in spite of the differences of 
scene and climate which he encounters, 
the agricultural migrant is not plunged 
into an entirely different world. Farming 
in one country has much in common with 
farming in another; but there is always 
something strange, and, for some reason, 
amusing, in the spectacle of a city-dweller 
at work in the country. During Augus! 
thousands of poor people migrate from the 
East End of London to the hop-fields of 
Kent. It is the only chance that most of 
them have to live and move in green fields. 
The countryside is alive with temporary 
colonists whose habits of life for 
generations have been those of town- 
dwellers. These nop-pickers bring their 
families with them London ; and 
they are able not only to pay for a holt- 
day, but. with reasonable luck, to bring 
back a few pounds to their homes. Some 
farmers report that only a very small 
number of the hop-pickers leave the farms 
to ramble about the country ‘in the even- 
ings. Another eccentricity of the Londoner, 
as rustic, is that he never will shut a gate. 
The farmers must appoint special men, 
during the hop season, to the duty of gate- 
shutting. Notwithstanding such small 
troubles, the hop season 1s a great boon to 
all parties—to the farmers because it pro- 
vides them with plenty of Jabour at reason- 
able rates, and to the pickers because it 
gives them a change of air, which other- 
wise they could not afford. Ii may be 
that, in these days of skilful organisation, 
other large cities will discover means by 
which the poorest urban dwellers can 
enjoy a holiday in the country, while 
supporting themselves by their own 
exertions.

FRANCE.

PARIS PAPER DENOUNCES 
THE GROWERS. 

Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday

‘* Before the war,’’ savs the Paris Soir, 
‘““the winecrower was glad to get ten francs 
the hectolitre (one hundred? litres If he 
managed occasionally te twelve francs, it 
was a Red Letter day ior him. On August 
14th. 1928, that same wine sold for 200 frances 
the the hectolitre. and some wine brought 220 
francs. The tendency continues 
upward. 

“While the general cost 
creased: ofily seven times hefore the 
war, the cost of wine has up twenty 
times. The bulk of the increase came all at 
once. It came since the 1925-1926 season. 
In that season the wine sold at about seventy 
francs the hectolitre. ‘The 1925 crop ' 
feeble. The following crop was better. This 
vear is a good vear, but nothing is heard 
abort anv lowering of prices. ' 

“The explanation is simple,” the 
Soir. “The winegrower is to-day the master 
of the market. The associations have become 
so powerful that they impose their ideas, 
their caprices and their prices. The General 
(Confederation of Winegrowers has made the 
winegfowing a religion, with its tangible 
dogmas, its ministers and pontiffs. It is a 
sacrilege not to be of the same opinion with 
it. 

“ France consumes fifty million hectolitres 
of wine. Tunisia produces eight hundred 
housand to nine hundred thousand 
som" At the peak of the crisis last 
vear, when we lacked ten million hectolitres, 
he. Federation opposed the entry of the two 
iundred thousand to three hundred thousand 
hectolitres available at Tunis It barely 
llowed the importation of fifty thousand 
hectolitres. calling on Heaven to witness its 
magnanimity. 

“ Here is another example, Formerly there 
were a few vines at Argenteuil and Suresnes 
(Paris suburbs). Recently a professor of 
griculture, wishing to do some experiment 
ing, decided to plant a few square feet of 
wines in the vicinity of Paris. The Federa 
tion, strongly agitated by this dangerous 
move, immediately took steps to prevent it.”

MILITARY GOVERNORS 
CALLED TO ATTEND,

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

President Calles has summoned all the 
civil and military Governors of the 
different States to attend the opening of 
the Mexican Congress on Saturday. 
El Universal Grafico expects that His 
Excellency’s speech on this occasion will 
be of. the utmost importance, in that he 
will deal with the difficulty caused by 
General Obregon’s death, and appeal to 
the military leaders to find a patriotic and 
disinterested solution for the problem of 
the Presidency. 

Formal indictments have now been re- 
turned against Toral, who shot General 
Obregon; the Mother Superior of the 
Convent of Espinito Santo, her sister, 
Josefina, and 15 other men and women, 
who are charged with being concerned in 
General Obregon’s murder, and with con- 
spiring against life and property. 

FEDERAL WARRANTS. 

In Washington, at the request of Don 
Mannel Terrex, the Mexican Ambassador, 
Federal warrants were sworn out yester- 
day for the arrest of six prominent 
Mexicans, including Don Manuel Trejo, 
who is accused of having put bombs in the 
Chamber of Deputies, and. of having pro- 
vided Toral with his pistol. These six, 
who apparently fled across the border after 
General. Obregon’s murder, are believed 
to be in New York, but so far no arrests 
have been made. 

Monsignor de la Mora, Bishop of San 
Tuis de Potosi, who is spokesman of the 
Catholic prelates now living in conceal- 
ment in Mexico, emerged yesterday from 
hiding to receive some newspaper corre- 
spondents. He firmly refuted the sugges- 
tion that Catholic priests had any connec- 
tion with General Obregon’s murder, 
which, in his view, had only delayed, and 
not defeated, the efforts which are being 
made to settle the Mexican religious 
controversy. He described the present 
hardships of the Cdtholic. priests in 
Mexico, of whom he claimed that more 
than fifty had been executed summarily 
without trial within the last two years, 
and declared that out of the 4,000 priests 
who were in the country at the time of 
the outbreak of the religions controversy 
only about 1,600 now remained. 

PETITION TO CONGRESS. 

The Bishop maintained that the instruc- 
tions given by the Pope to the Mexican 
Hierarchy against inter-meddling with 
politics had been rigidly obeyed. and 
added that any settlement of the religious 
dispute must have the full approval of 
His Holiness. He said that a condition 
of any settlement must be the amendment 
of the Constitution in such a way as to 
establish as a fundamental principle in 
Mexico the same religious liberty as that 
which prevailed in the United States. He 
said that the Catholics intended to peti- 
tion Congress when it meets in these 
terms.

Four French naval vessels arrived here 


at noon to-day on completion of a series 
of. visits to ' the ports of Dunkirk, 
Amsterdam, Stavanger, Leith and Glas- 
ow. They are the Somme, the Oise, the 
feuse and the Vaquois, under command 
of Captain Roman. The complement of 
the four ships is 450, of whom 150 are 
cadets undergoing special training to 
qualify them for positions as officers and 
engineers in the French Navy. 

On their arrival at Cork Harbour they 
were met by Mr. J. C. Rohan, French 
Consul, and received with the usual 
consular honours. 

Mr. Rohan has made arrangements for 
the officers’ and mens entertainment 
during their short stay in the Free State. 

The Deputy Harbour Master, Captain 
R. M. Murray, attended to the berthing 
of the vessels. 

During the afternoon Captain Roman, 
accompanied by Mr. Rohan, paid a visit 
to the Town Hall, where they were re- 
ceived by the Chairman, Mr. James 
Fitzgerald, and other members of the 
Queenstown Urban District Council, who; 
on behalf of the townspeople, gave him a 
hearty welcome to the port. 

Captain Roman, in returning thanks, 
invited the Council members aboard his 
ship, and the invitation was accepted.

OXFORD, Tuesday. 

Ganesa, the elephant-headed god, and the 
strange ways of seeking his favour, were de- 
scribed at the International Congress oí 
Yrientals at Oxford to-day. 

Sir Charles Eliot, formerly British Am- 
bassador in Japan, described images of 
Ganesa, consisting of two human figures with 
elephant heads. “He is one of the best- 
known and widely-worshi deities in 
India,” said Sir Charles. “ His images are to 
found in every Hindu village, and most 
literary works commence. by invoking his 
name. He is also well known in countries 
adjacent to India, such as Ceylon, Nepal and 
Tibet.”” Even in Japan temples were dedi- 
cated to Ganesa, and were much frequented 
by those er success in any enterprise. 
“ Supplicants,”’ he went on, “usually write 
their name and wish on a piece of paper, 
which is then pasted on a small stick, about 
ten inches long, and the stick is planted in 
the ground. If a thousand such sticks are 
planted it is believed that success is certain. 

“ Along the sides of the tram lines leading 
to one a = be seen many white 
patches, which are plantations of these prayer 
sticks.” There used to be a curious custom 
of boiling the image in oil, and offering 
we ers to it, but there were also offerings of 
ood and alcohol, which were spread out on 
smal] tables. The god was worshipped as the 
protector of sailors 

Sir Charles told a Press Association re- 
porter that he had never heard of a curse 
connected with the elephant god, such as 
was instanced in the recent “'7oo ' murder. 


A HUMAN “ KHILAT.” 


In another section, the days when a wife 
was apparently regarded as a “' garment ”’ 
were discussed. Professor F. W. Buckler 
= on the ‘‘ khilat,’’ or discarded robe, for 
the delegation of functions on the part of a 
king.

| FARMERS HIT BY 


LOW PRICES. 


ONLY A LITTLE ABOVE 
1915 LEVEL.

“Owing to the length of time which 
elapses between a farmer’s expenditure and 
his receipts, a period of falling prices hits 
him harder than other producers, and the 
period under review, judged from the price 
standpoint, has been for nearly all branches 
of the industry full of difficulties, which 
have not been alleviated by material re- 
ductions in the more important costs of 
production.”’ 

This comment is made in the agricultural 
statistics report on the prices and supplies 
of agricultural produce and requirements in 
England and Wales for 1927-28, which was 
issued yesterday. 

As to prices of agricultural produce for 
the year 1927, the index number fell to 44 
per cent. above the pre-war level, as com- 
pared with 51 per cent. in 1926 and 50 per 
cent. in 1925. 

Last year’s prices were easily the lowest 
recorded since 1915. 

Wheat was slightly lower in the years 1926- 
27 than in the previous year, but there had 
since been a heavy fall in the first part of 
the: current year. 

Barley prices were higher than in 1925-26, 
when prices were exceptionally low, but not 
sufficiently so to give farmers cause for satis- 
faction.

Senate, and the friends of the Pact agree 
that this circumstance will remove it from 
partisan politics. 

President Coolidge has let it be known 
that he heartily approves of the Treaty, 
which will, therefore; have behind it the 
ful] support of the Administration. 

The attitude of Senator Borah is not 
definitely known, but as he is the Chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations’ Com- 
mittee he was kept fully informed during 
the negotiation of the Treaty. It is ex- 
pected that Mr. Borah will support the 
Pact whole-heartedly. 

The simple language in which the Pact 
is phrased, Mr. Kellogg’s success in 
barring provisions likely to raise objec- 
tions among American isolationists, and 
the fact that it imposes no obligation upon 
the United States other than the renuncia- 
tion of war as an instrument of national 
policy, are held to be factors likely to in- 
ducé the Senate to pass the measure. 


THE NAVAL PROGRAMME. 

An interesting question is whether the 
opponents of the United States naval 
building programme wil] use the Pact to 
reinforce their arguments. There is 
evidence that the members of the Ad- 
ministration are experiencing some 
difficulty in reconciling the Treaty with 
their request for more ships. President 
Coolidge devoted a considerable portion of 
his recent address at Superior, Wisconsin, 
to the argument that the American naval 
programme is intended solely to bring up 
the defences of the country to reasonable 
proportions in view of its responsibilities.

A suggestion that tea prices are too high 
was denied by a director of one of the 
biggest packing houses in London yesterday. 

“I know of no profiteering in the tea 
trade,” he said. “I wish there were a bit. 
The profit om, tea is smaller than that on any 
other domestic article. Last year.our balance- 
sheet showed £100,000 profits. Had our 
trade been in tobacco it would probably have 
been. five millions. 

“Before the markets broke in the early 
spring of this year we were selling tea to 
the public at a price less than that at which 
we could buy it.” 

LADY MAYOR'S DEMAND. 

Mrs. Drapper, the Lady wens of Dept- 
ford, who is a member of the Food Council! 
thinks there should be a reduction in tea 
prices, and she may ask the Food Council to 
consider the question. 

““Tea companies’ shops have already made 
a reduction,’ she told a Press Association 
reporter. “Unless the other tea concerns fall 
into line I shall raise the question at the 
Food Council’s next meeting. 

‘If anything seems to be worthy of in- 
quiry,’’ it was stated at the Council’s offices, 
“it is quite likely to be investigated.’’ 

A Mincing Lane factor, however, declared 
that the Food Council would not be able 
to discover an alarming state of profiteering. 

Two findings of the Food Council after an 
inquiry two years ago, when there was a 
sharp rise in retail tea prices, were :— 

The margin of profit obtained by retail tea 
distributing countries might well .form 
the subject of a further inquiry by us. 

While no objection can be raised to the 
regulation of offerings of tea at the 
London tea auctions for the purpose 
of spreading sales over the year, the 
system is one which is open to abuse, 
and we consider that an instance of 
such abuse occurred in the spring of 
1925. 

TOO MUCH “ CHEAP” TEA. 

It is stated by Mincing Lane that although 
there were immense quantities of chean tea 
in the warehouses, English people will not 
use common tea even in the poorest quarters 
of the East End. Tenpenny tea has no 
market. Half-crown tea is demanded. 

“Cheap tea is bought largely for use in 
institutions. The only centre in Britain 
where the cheapest tea is bought for public 
eonsumption is Glasgow. 

‘This year the market has been choked 
with cheap tea. It comes from India. Many 
of the plantations cannot grow anything else. 
If you ask: ‘Why is it grown?’ you will 
get no satisfactory reply 

“ Buyers have been getting their tea more 
cheaply, but retail prices have been main- 
tained at previous levels because it takes a 
long time for a decrease in original prices to 
be translated to.the retail market. 

‘‘It has to be remembered that a packet 
of tea may contain twenty blends. Not all 
of those blends become cheaper at the same 
time 

‘Profits made by the packing houses are 
not outrageous.”’

THE TOURIST TRAFFIC. 

Discussing the development of tourist trade 
through cheaper accommodations, he said :— 

“This new traffic has been created and 
promoted through the facilities afforded by 
shipping companies to a new and large body 
of people mn never before conceived the 
possibility of crossing the Atlantic within the 
space of an ordinary holiday. Prior to the 
war, North Atlantic passenger traffic was,

BAKERS’ STRIKE IN 
JERUSALEM.

WANT WORKING HOURS 
REDUCED TO TEN.

| JERUSALEM, Monday. 
The bakers of the Holy City, both Jews 
and Arabs, have gone on strike on the eve 


until Wednesday, September 19, at Lewes 
yesterday on a charge of the manslaughter of 
Private Robert Sleck, of the 2nd Battalion 
of the East Yorkshire Regiment, in camp at 
Wesmeston. 

Mr. F. H. Carpenter, who prosecuted, 
stated that Sleck, who belonged to Middles- 
borough, and another soldier, named Dixon, 
were walking along the road between 
Ditchling and Wesmeston on Saturday, the 
18th instant, when they were knocked down 
by a motor car driven by Treglown. There 
was evidence, he said, that Treglown was 
under the influence of drink, and was driving 
the car in zig-zag fashion at a fast speed. 

After striking the twe soldiers the car 
crashed through a hedge, jumped a ditch 
and landed in a field. Bloodstains were 
found on the car, and also a can identified as 
belonging to Sleck. Sleck and Dixon, who 
were both shockingly injured, were taken to 
hospital at Brighton, where Sleck died on 
the following morning. 

In a statement to the police, Treglown 
said :—‘‘ Shortly before approaching the bend 
in the road a motor cyclist came round the 
bend with his lights off.

MISSIONARY HUNTSMAN.

ENCOUNTER WITH NIGERIAN 
LION. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

Bringing with him the story of six years 
spent in the jungles of British Nigeria, where 
he is known as the Nimrod among mis- 
sionaries, the Rev. Mr. J. C. Powell has 
arrived in Paris after leave of absence, and 
will proceed shortly to his former head- 
quarters on the West coast of Africa, where 
he is Director-General of missionary activities 
for the Baptist Church of the South. 

Over 3,600 Nigerian natives have been 
confirmed in the Baptist faith during the last 
five years, states the noted missionary and 
huntsman, an achievement which has ex- 
ceeded our best expectations. I myself 
baptised 333 of them last year, and this work 
is going on apace. The native of the region, 
while neither a warlike nor an _ industrial 
type, has benefited immensely from the 
morality and stimulation to right living that 
the Church has been able to offer him. 

Asked concerning his activities as a hunter 
of big game, Dr. Powell said :—It is remark- 
able how the big quarry of the Nigerian 
plain and jungle is thinning out. Leopards 
and elephants become scarcer every year, 
aithough lions and the big roan antelope of 
the section are still to be hunted. Just 
before J came away a lion broke into a 
native tribe’s camp near the mission and 
killed four of the five men in one of the

REMARKABLE NAVAL 
TARGET.

OLD WARSUIP STEERED BY 
RADIO. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 
In. the German marine’ maneuvres. this 
week a moveable life-size target in the form 


of an old warship, steered exclusively by radio, 


will be put in use. 

The old ship Zaehtingen to be used for this 
purpose appears from the outside to be an 
ordinary old warship, but it is more than 


that within. First of all, the ship is filled 


with Cork so that even if it is injured severely 


it will keep afloat. 

It is equipped with an antennae which re- 
ccives the radio waves by which the ship is 
steered. If. the first antennae ‘is shot down 
automatically a second one appears. If that, 
too, is shot down, the ship fires two red 
rockets, the autome@tic machinery stops, and 
the ship can be repaired. 

It is expected that this target will offer 
much greater training to the gunners than the 
regulation fixed targets. 

The City of Berlin also is rapidly doing 
away with its old system of telephones and 
installing automatic machines. Beginning in 
September, a new automatic “ Central ” will 
be added to those already existing. The new 
Barbarossa Station unites four of the old 
ones into one. This automatic “ Central ” is 
the sixth put into service this year. 

Catching a street car almost anywhere and 
jumping on it—a familiar sight in the streets 
of Berlin—will soon be seen no more. The 
Street Car Company is planning to put into 
use cars whose doors are on the side to be 
opened and closed by the motor man. — As 
soon as the door is closed the doorstep folds 
back automatically. The company is also 
planning to adopt the system of automatic 
ticket punchers, this doing away with the 
tedious ticket ‘‘ kniersing.”’

Dr. J. W. Cox, an American visitor to 
London, was found dead in a bath at the 
Savoy Hotel.

He had been in London for some days, 
and was last seen alive on Sunday night. 

An hotel servant made the discovery. Re- 
ceiving no reply to knocks on the door of the 
doctor’s room, the man informed the manager. 
An entry was made through a window, and 
Dr. Cox was found lying dead, partially sub- 
merged in his bath, 

Dr. Cox was a prominent figure in New 
York, and it is stated was a very wealthy 
man. 

At the inguest held at Westminster, Dr.

HEAD-ON COLLISION TESTS. 
An interesting demonstration ha been 
given at the White City Sp: edway Track, 
London, of new ‘“‘anti-shock’’ motor. car 
bumpers, the invention of M. Franzar! Schiertt, 
a German airman. ‘Lhe two cars used in the 


demonstration came into collision when travel. 
ling at miles an 
hour, and drove into a stationary obstruction 
the same speed, without being damaged. 
The new bumper, which consists of a specially

In the first demonstration, one car, fitted 


with a front bumper, drove into the rear of 
another car, which was fitted at both the back 
and the front with similar bumpers, at the 
rate of m.p.h, The second car was 
travelling at a speed of 5 m.p.h. in the same 
direction. The rubber bars took most of the 
shock and passed it on to the movable steel 
brackets. The slight remaining shock was 
passed directly down the main bars of the 
chassis. 

In the second test a car fitted with a front 
bumper crashed into six re poles, 
which were buried 5ft. in the ground and tied 
together to represent a tree. Although the 
collision was violent the car merely rebounded 
a few inches and the passengers were un- 
harmed.
